BESSIE DARLING, A ONE-TIME 
BROADWAY FAVORITE, DIES IN 
POVERTY WHEN HOME IS DE- 
STROYED BY FLAMES. 


A. W. Tate Jr. is now horticultural 
commissioner of San Mateo county. 
His appointment to the office was 
made at Monday’s meeting of the 
board of supervisors following the re¬ 
ceipt by the board of a letter from the 
State Horticultural Commission ad¬ 
vising of Tate’s eligibility, he having 
passed a recent examination for such 
a position. His salary was fixed at $6 
a day and expenses. 

No protest having been received 
against the petition of Asa Hull and 
others for the abandonment of the 
Canada road from Stone Circle to 
Mountain House, the road was 
ordered abandoned. In consideration 
of such action, the Spring Valley 
Water Company grants to the county 
certain rights of way and the road 
running from Stone Circle to the 
Crystal Springs road. District Attor¬ 
ney Swart was directed to draw an 
ordinance regulating traffic over the 
new road. No trucking will be al¬ 
lowed upon it. 

A claim for $1513.37 was presented 
on behalf of the city of Burlingame 
for taxes on property recently an¬ 
nexed to that city. This was allowed. 

A petition was presented from resi¬ 
dents of Colma asking for street 
lights at Abbey and Price streets, 
Geneva and Price, and Castle and 
Wyoming. This was granted and the 
lights will be installed soon. A peti¬ 
tion for a safety zone and signs on 
the highway near Colma was referred 
to the State Highway Commission. 

The matter of the proposed highway 
from Beresford to San Bruno east of 
the S. P. tracks was brought up by 
Supervisor Thomas L. Hickey, but 
was laid over till a later meeting. 

An invitation from Mayor James 
Uolph was received. It requested the 
presence of the supervisors at the 
conference of social service workers 
in San Francisco, February 22d and 
23d.

Was the death of Mrs. Elizabeth V. 
Thompson, the former popular stage 
favorite, who died Monday when her 
home at San Bruno burned, the re¬ 
sult of fire set by her own hand? Did 
the pride of the woman who had 
known the adulation of the throng, 
who had experienced the glamor cast 
about a nationally known stage 
beauty, and who had had showered 
upon her the plaudits of press and 
public, at last triumph and seek 
death rather than .submit longer to 
public charity? This is a secret that 
in all probability will never be 
solved, a secret that is hurled in the 
ashes of the little cottage at San 
Bruno, a secret that went to the grave 
Tuesday along with the pitifttlly 
charred body of Bessie Darling, the 
name by which Mrs. Thompson was 
known in the heyday of her success. 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death, but to those who 
knew of the woman’s pride in her 
former glory, who knew, also, the 
keenness with which she felt the 
stigma of being a public charge, there 
remains a suspicion that her death 
may have been self-planned. 

Mrs. Thompson's body, burned be¬ 
yond recognition, was found in the 
ruins of her home at Angus avenue 
and the state highway Monday morn¬ 
ing after flames had destroyed the 
house. The cottage stood behind a 
hedge, and the flumes were not no¬ 
ticed until they had made such head¬ 
way that they were beyond extin¬ 
guishing. Firemen broke into the 
house and fought their way to the 
woman’s bedroom in search of her, 
but she was not there and they were 
driven out. After the fire had sub¬ 
sided-t^ie blackened body was discov¬ 
ered huddled near the rear entrance. 
One theory is that she hud lighted an 
oil stove,

that it had exploded, and 
that the woman died while endeavor¬ 
ing to make her exit. The remains 
were buried Tuesday morning from 
the Nieri undertaking parlors in 
South San Francisco. Interment was 
at Holy Cross Cemetery. 

The life story of the victim of 
Monday’s fire runs the gamut of 
human suscess and failure. 

Bessie Darling was born at Rich¬ 
mond, Va., in 1865, the daughter of 
the original owner of the Crump & 
Libby Tobacco Factory, later Libby 
Prison. As a young woman she was 
married to Charles Darling and 
toured under his management. Clip¬ 
pings from New York newspapers 
tell of the successes of the young 
actress. 

In 1897 Darling died in New York, 
and later his widow married Charles 
M. Berry, a Fresno rancher and hotel 
man. She lqft the stage at this time. 
December 26, 1901, the Berrys were 
divorced in San Francisco, and a 
short time later the former actress, 
married for the third time. Thomp¬ 
son, her third husband, died about a 
year and a half ago, after poverty hgd 
overtaken the aging couple. 

Mrs. Thompson had one daughter, 
Marie Darling, who married Kewen 
Collins, an English author. Collins 
lost his life in the sinking of the 
Titanic, and the daughter came to 
California to join her mother. She 
died a year ago. Another daughter is 
said to live in San Mateo. 

In 1902 Mrs. Thompson figured in a 
sensational jewel robbery in which 
she lost $9000 worth of jewels, taken 
from her home at 913 Eddy street. 

Mrs. Thompson had been ill for a 
long time. Again and again the so¬ 
cial service workers tried to persuade 
her to go to the hospital for necessary 
treatment, but for a long time she re¬ 
fused. The long-planned trip to the, 
hospital was to have started Monday 
morning.

sessment of 50 per cent of the amount 
of tax evaded. 

The income tax applies to women 
as well as men. Husband and wife 
must consider the income of both plus 
that of minor dependent children, and 
if the total equals or exceeds $2000 a 
return must be filed. *A minor who 
has a net income in his own right of 
$1000 or more must file a separate 
return. To be allowed the $2000 ex¬ 
emption a married person must be liv¬ 
ing with husband or wife on the last 
day of the taxable ye^r, December 31, 
1920. Divorcees, persons separated by 
mutual agreement, widows and wid¬ 
owers,. unless they are the sole sup¬ 
port of others living in the same 
household, in which case they are al¬ 
lowed the $2000 exemption granted the 
head of a family, are entitled to only 
$1000 exemption. 

The normal tax rate for 1920 is the 
same as for 1919—4 per cent on the 
first $4000 of net income above the 
exemption and 8 per cent on the re¬ 
maining net income. This applies to 
every citizen and resident of the 
United States. In addition to the 
normal tax a surtax is imposed upon 
net income in excess of $5000. 

Fdll instructions for making out re¬ 
turns are contained on the forms, 
copies of which may be obtained from 
collectors of internal revenue. Per¬ 
sons whose net income for 1920 was 
$5000 or less should use Form 1040A. 
Those with incomes in excess of $5000 
should use Form 1040. 

Revenue officers will visit every 
county in the United States to assist 
taxpayers in making out their returns. 
The date of their arrival and the lo¬ 
cation of their offices will be an¬ 
nounced by the press or may be ascer¬ 
tained upon inquiry at the offices of 
collectors. This advisory service is 
without cost to taxpayers. 


Rev. and Mrs. E. H. Molony and J.

Births, deaths, and marriages dur¬ 
ing the year 1920 affect materially 
income tax returns for that year. 

Millions of babies were added to 
family circles, each of whom brings 
an exemption of $200 in the parents’ 
income tax return. 

Widows and widowers who lost 
their husbands or wives during the 
year are especially affected. They 
are single for the purposes of the in¬ 
come tax law. and are granted only 
an exemption of $1000, unless the 
head of a family. 

Persons who were divorced or sep¬ 
arated^ by mutual agreement during 
the year also must consider them¬ 
selves as single persons. 

The status of the taxpayer on De¬ 
cember 31, 1920, determines the 

amount of the exemptions. If on that 
dav the taxpayer was married and 


Uncle Sam, through the Bureau ot 
Internal Revenue, is addressing to 
every person in the United States the 
question, “What was your net income 
for 1920?” The answer permits of no 
guesswork. Every single person whose 
net income for 1920 was $1000 or 
more and every married person whose 
net income was $2000 or more is re¬ 
quired to file a return under oath 
with the collector of internal revenue 
for the district in which he lives on 
or before March 15, 1921. 

The penalty for failure is a. fine of 
not more than $1000 and an additional 
assessment of 25 per cent of the 
amount of tax due. For wijlful re¬ 
fusal to make a return the penalty is 
a fine of not more than $10,000 or not 
exceeding one year's imprisonment, or 
both, together with the costs of prose¬ 
cution. A similar penalty is provided 
for making a false or fraudulent re¬ 
turn, together with an additional as-

may be made tor tne * 2 uuu exemption. 
If single, or married and not living 
with wife or husband on December 
31st, the exemption is only $1000. 

Persons who reached majority dur¬ 
ing the year and whose earnings for 
that period amounted to $1000 or 
more, or $2000 or more, according to 
their marital status, must file a re¬ 
turn and pay a tax on their net in¬ 
come in excess of those amounts. 

To avoid penalty, the return must 
be in the hands of the collector of 
internal revenue for the district in 
which the taxpayer lives, or has his 
principal place of business, on or be¬ 
fore midnight of March 15, 1921.

More than ten thousand Armenian 
girls have been rescued from Turkish 
Imrems through the help and gener 
osity of America. This is the state¬ 
ment given out by the Near East Re¬ 
lief, which is making the saving of 
: liese tragic victims of Turkish cruelty 
one of the most important features of 
its work. 

That <4t is a work which in itself 
justifies the millions that America has 
spent in this stricken land is testified 
to by little Miss Eliza Dodurian, a 
twenty-year-old Armenian girl recent¬ 
ly arrived in this country. Miss Dodu¬ 
rian, through the intervention of Amer¬ 
ican missionaries, was herself snared 


The Young Women's Christian Asso¬ 
ciations of the United States are keenly 
interested In the movement for the re¬ 
lief of the 3,f>00,000 starving children 
of Europe because a group of their 
members, the Polish Gray Samaritans, 
have been in charge of distributing food 
to children in Poland. Theyfhave been 
serving under the American Relief ad¬ 
ministration and have conducted food 
kitchens and distributing stations In 
all parts of Poland outside Warsaw 
Itr all the relief work being done In 
Europe, that of the Polish Grays has 
been unique because all the girls, 
though sent from America, were either 
born in Poland or are of Polish paren¬ 
tage. When the need for soda! serv¬ 
ice In their country became acute 
many girls of Polish descent answered 
the call of the Young Women’s Chris¬ 
tian Association for overseas service 
and enlisted In the preliminary train¬ 
ing course that was given in several 
cities of the United States. From this 
group thirty girls were chosen and sent 
to Poland where, since 1918, they have 
been caring for the children of the 
country. The distribution of clothing 
has taken them into all parts of 
Poland. - , 

They are now spending their entire 
rime In arranging for the feeding of 
children this winter. Groups of them 
travel to strategic centers In outlying 
districts where they set up distributing 
stations, receive supplies, prepare 
meals, arrange for Impartial dlstrihu- 
lion and train helpers to continue the 
work when they are sent on to the next

Sacramento—Though the legislature 
has not been in session, the past week 
in Sacramento has not been without its 
interesting political events. Primarily 
in interest perhaps has been the exam¬ 
ination of the railroad commission by 
a joint committee of the senate and 
assembly. 

There have been numerous com¬ 
plaints that the present railroad com¬ 
mission was following the lead of the 
pro-Johnson commissions and allowing 
itself to be controlled in Its decisions 
by the corporations. It was also 
charged that its location in San Fran¬ 
cisco near the big corporations is a 
mistake; that it is too difficult and 
costly for the “plain” people to reach 
it; and that its machinery is too elabo¬ 
rate to permit of its adjusting minor 
matters, though those are often where 
the greatest injustice is done. 

Entire Committee Is Present to Inves¬ 
tigate Railroad Commission. 

The entire commission (including 
Commissioner Edgerton, who is out of 
office and who will be succeeded by 
Chester Rowell, formerly editor of the 
Fresno Republican), with an army of 
experts, lawyers and attendants, was 
on band at the examination, over which 
Senator Inman, author of the resolu¬ 
tion of investigation, presided, and 
there was a multitude of witnesses and 
visitors from all parts of the Sacra¬ 
mento valley. 

And just here it will not be out of 
place to call attention to the fact that 
the farmers are taking an interest in 
political matters this session as they 
never did before. Usually they have 
stayed at home and grumbled. Now 
they are coming here and protesting. 
During the debate on the King tax j 
rate bill they were very much in evi- i 
dence, and at the hearing of the rail¬ 
road commission they turned out in 
force. 

Observers argue that that means a [ 
new and important force in politics, 
and that it will have a very decided | 
and beneficial effect upon the legisla • 
ture and state officials if they realize j 
that their every move is being watched 
by the farmers of the state, who pro 
pose to hold them to a strict account 
ability for all they do. 

As soon as the proceedings in the 
investigating committee began, it was 
evident that the witnesses were going 
to divide into two very distinct classes. 
The farmers and the small business 
men front the interior of the state were 
on. one side, decidedly hostile to the 
commission. The city men, lawyers 
tail'd big business were with the com¬ 
mission and thought it as perfect as 
the fanners thought it imperfect. 

Frank Devlin of the commission, : 
who is a lawyer and was for a short j 
time a judge, led the defense, while 
Inman was the questioner and rather 
for the proseention.

tax bill fight was on 
defeat of the bill.” 

The letter to which the senator al¬ 
luded was the announcement by the 
commission that if the taxes of the 
corporations were increased the com¬ 
mission . would give consideration to 
that fact in fixing the rates whicli 
they are allowed to charge their pa¬ 
trons. 

Devlin, with much warmth, replied 
to Inman, saying that the language 
of the commission had been misunder¬ 
stood, and that it was under fire be¬ 
cause those who criticised it adversely 
did not understand the basis upon 
which it formed its decisions and 
reached its conclusions. He added 
that the commission desired to please 
the people and win their approval, 
but that it would not no so at the ex 
pense of justice and fairness. 

In reply Inman read from a speech 
of Commissioner Edgerton, who, in a 
sort of the “public-be-damned” style, 
declared that the commission “did 
not care a whoop for public approval." 

That brought Edgerton to his feet 
and he also announced that he had 
been misunderstood, and that what he 
meant by what he said was not that 
the commission did not care for the 
opinion of the people, but that it 
would not allow itself to be swayed in 
its decision by public opinion. 

After that exchange of enmities, 
naturally there was a decided coldness 
between the examiners and the ex 
amined, and the unfriendliness was In¬ 
creased when one of the farmer wit¬ 
nesses objected in very emphatic terms 
to being sneered at and laughed at 
by one of the lawyers and some of the 
employes of the commission. 

The commission stated that out of 
8500 cases which it had heard and

the courts, and of those appeals, six 
were pending and in only fourteen 
cases had the decision of the commis 
sion been reversed. The farmers’ tes¬ 
timony was largely objections to serv 
ice rather than rates. One testified 
that he had to pay for water he did 
not get, and in another case the 
amount of water received was less 
when the cost was $900 than when it 
was only $92. 

The city witnesses all declared tha' 
the commission acted with the utmost 
fairness and justice, and th?‘ it would 
be a terrible misfortune if the com 
mission was discontinued. The farm 
ers said tha commissioners should be 
elected by the people, and tuat the 
commission should not be at San 
Francisco, where, they claimed, It was
